That can keep 
costs down, because I can submit the neg to Macmillan's photographic place, 
whereas if I start paying your man, it comes out of my pocket. 

Yes, I justwant a 1-1 of the print you have. We can recrop, Kfcx blow up, 
at this end. 

XC MM QX So just mail the postcard. I'll make a judgament and get back 
promptly. 

Another subject. Harper fragment. Thanks for any info you can turn up. 

Yes, I have a whole section on it. £ I still believe the original identification 
was correct. But anyway, the HSC investigationo f the matter was a farce, and 
my writeup emphasizes the latter point even more than the former. 

If applied under FOIA for the FBI harper prints. I expect nothing of course. 

BUT 1 have a newspaper contact. May have him file a request under a prestigious 

letterhead . 

Re Spectro. And re Memorandum of Transfer. In both cases, I am aware that 
litigation by you was involved in shaking loose documents. In both cases, as 
I hastily wrote up material, I did not have the facts or dates at hand, and so 

generh&d draft with generalized statements e.g., that this or that wasn t 

released until the mid- 1970 's , and only then as a result of a threatened lawsuit. 
There is no reason why, in eachp case, I can't put an asterisk and give more 
precise information. I may get back to you by phone when I go through the 
chapters one more time for final revisions.

I was thinking that in both cases, if time permits, I could perhaps xerox 
the page involved and send it to you, for any supplemental info you might include. 
Then I would write the appropriate "chatty footnote"— i a device I make use of 
constantly, so my reader can follow a general line of argument, at one level o 
detail, yet look down at the bottom of the page for extended discussions that we 

both know can go on and on on a zillion points in this case. 

About the Spectro— I am a bit concerned that I kaxs could write an even stronger 
anti -Spectro argument. But I am just devoteng about 7 triple spaced pages to it; 




so rather than spend it on the legalities, and the stonewalling , I am basically- 
confining myself to thataxgx data which indicates that the fragments are phoney. 
In short, I xxhx am not challenging the technical validity of the eests. 

I thimk the metal in CE 84-2 does in fact come from 399 its just Ehat I don't 

think that that metal was ever in JC's wrist. And I have similar doubts about 
the other Samples Guinn tested . 

On this score, very good pictures to have might be the ones on page 602 

of post-morten particularly the two at the top showing the base of the bullet, 

and the one at the bottom, at left, which appsrs to show rather clearly the 
nick on the top where a sample was taken. 

S If I wanted prints, could I get them from you? Or would it be better 
if I just asked the Archives'to take similar pictures for me? If you can, 
please tell me what the situation is. It may be that in making these prints 
for yourfe bokk, they exposed an extra negative and kept it on file.

As sxmxoHex my editor said, recently, from the standpoint of/the spectro, 
the bottom of the bullet was in effect, a "lead-mine".
